T hese co ntro ls are abo ut to be ex tended 
to co v er impo rtant cro ss-co untry ro utes. 
But this sa fety sy stem bears no relatio n 
w hatso ev er to the o peratio ns o f the tho u­ 
sands o f military aircraft which take to the 
skies daily in their practice maneuv ers. 
The military planes functio n under sa fe­ 
ty reg ulatio ns o f their o wn and are under 
the co ntro l o f Air Fo rce and o ther bases, ex ­ 
cept when they are within the no rmal o per­ 
atio nal area o f civ il airpo rts. 
In the case o f the United Air Lines DC-7 
do wned by a jet last mo nth, inv estig atio n 
disclo sed that the particular co mmercial air 
space being used by the big ship that day 
w a s inv aded hundreds o f times daily by 
m ilitarv craft. 


Y et the military planes g av e no indica­ 
tio n o f their presence, and under ex isting 
rules are no t required to do so . There is ut­ 
terly no co o rdinatio n between civ il and mili­ 
tary craft ex cept in airpo rt zo nes. 


In an ag e when speeds in ex cess o f 575 
miles an ho ur will so o n be co mmo nplace fo r 
co mmercial flig hts and already are fo r the 
military , this is a fantastic lack. Ev ery day 
that g o es by w itho ut so m e g eneral, co o rdi­ 
nated safety sy stem embracing ail aircraft, 
including priv ate, 
heig htens the pro spect 
that mo re mid-air co llisio n will o ccur. It is 
well that President Eisenho wer has o rdered 
a speed-up in an em erg ency safety pro g ram. 


And we m ig ht do well to listen to Harry 
Gug g enheim, av iatio n autho rity , who in a 
repo rt to the Co rnell-Gug g enheim Av iatio n 
S afety Center calls fo r a wo rldwide ag ency 
to fo restall chao s in the air as we g o bey o nd 
superso nic jets to space fly ing v ehicles o f 
all so rts. 
He fo resees g reater and g reater hazard 
fro m no t o nly manned aircraft but fro m 
m issiles and ro ckets and their v ario us parts, 
as they hurtle thro ug h the air either o ut­ 
bo und o r in a tumbling inbo und co urse. 
The co st o f inactio n and delay ' is written 
in wreckag e and scarred bo dies. Ho w m any 
mo re such trag edies do we need befo re ac­ 
tio n is spurred?

It is often pu zzling for older people to k now how 
to inte rpre t certa in sy m ptom s w hich occu r in y ou ng­ 
sters. 
F or ex am ple. M rs. H. has rece ntly w ritten that 
he r 11-y ear-old pi and d a u g hte r constantly has a low 
te m pe ra tu re . H er doctor, Mrs. H. say s, tells her 
tha t som e people natu ra lly hav e a low te m pe ra tu re 
and the re is no need for concern. The child, she 
add s, is u nu su ally white, with a w ax y sk in, 
It is q u ite tru e tha t the te m pe ra tu re s tak en by 
a 
clinical the r m om e te r often v ary from person to pe r­ 
son and in the sam e person from one tim e to a n­ 
other. It d epends on how the te m pe ra tu re is tak en 
and som e tim e s on the the rm om e te r itself. 
lf this pa rtic u la r child has a slightly lower than 
“ norm a l” reading on the clinical therm om eter, hu t 
does not ha v e other sy m ptom s, then the situ ation 
ra n be safely ignored. A ssu m ing this to be the case. 
if probably will cau se u ndu e w orry to the child 
and to others if he r te m pe ra tu re is tak en at fre ­ 
q u ent interv als. 
A m ost difficu lt q u estion is ask ed by M rs 
E.. 
who w ishe s ad v ice on how to care for a m entally 
re ta rd e d son. age 19. 
T he first c om m e nt on this problem is that the 
q u estion shou ld not hav e been delay ed so long. If 
pa re nts a re u nfortu nate enou gh to hav e a m entally 
re ta rd e d 
child they shou ld certainly stu dy their 
problem s fra nk ly and fu lly as soon as the diagnosis 
ca n he m ad e. 
In othe r w ords, there are. diffeiences between 


one child and another in the d egree of m ental bac k ­ 
w ardness, in the effect k eeping su ch a child at hom e 
m ight hav e on brothers or sisters and, indeed, in 
the desirability of institu tional ra the r than hom e 
care. 
T hese q u estions can be settled only by indiv idu al 
stu dy of the problem s a fter the facts a re k nown. 
M rs. E , althou gh late, shou ld get adv ice from a 
psy chiatrist, st hool au thorities and others so that 
she will k now w hat is best for her and her son. 
M rs. G. w rites tha t she has a little boy of two 
who ha s been su ffering wdth 
“ weeping 
e c z e m a ” 
since he w as three w eek s old. N othing which has 
been tried has cleared his sk in so she is desperate 
for som e w ay which can reliev e this boy from his 
m isery . 
This is another pu zzling and difficu lt problem . 
E c zem a, w hich a ppe a rs on the sk in, is probably an 
allergic disorder. 
T hat is, it is probably the resu lt of som e ex ces­ 
siv e sensitiv ity of this child to c ertain su bstances 
w’hich he m a y eat, inhale or com e in contact with.
